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Lichen on the Roof 


A fungus usually found in the 
Great Alaskan Tundra, referred 
to there as Reindeer Moss, was 
found not too long ago by Ca- 
nadian PCO Art Wippman. The 
fungus, genus Lichen, was dis- 
covered on the roof of a large 
industrial plant in Ontario, and 
the samples used for identifica- 
tion were composed of a fungus 
mycellium mixed with algael 
cells. 

Apparently this is a primitive 
plant which has enzymes en- 
abling it to feed off the rock. In 
the situation Art encountered, it 
was apparently feeding on the 
gravel on top of the roof. What 
made this a particularly unusual 
situation was that there were 
over 8 acres of rooftop covered 
with this growth. Recommended 
treatment after removal, was 
copper sulphate or an algaecide 
such as quartenary ammonia 
compound. Probably even 2,4-D 
would do the job. 





Tain’t Tainted Tis It? 


You sometimes have to make 
toxic baits out of packaged food 
products (human or animal) for 
control of insects or rodents. 
Remember to take only as much 
food material as you need to fill 
bait requirements. Never spike 
the contents of a food package 
directly. Never return any toxic 
portions of your prepared bait to 
the can or jar it originally came 
from. If that one can or jar is 
the only container you have and 
you must refill it with tainted 
ready-to-use bait, totally remove 
all traces of its original label, 
then replace with a label of your 
own showing that the contents 
are poisoned. Tell exactly what 
toxicant is in the bait and how 
much you used. 





We Kid You Not 


Cockroaches aren’t just harm- 
less nuisances. “Because of a 
previous lack of conclusive evi- 
dence that roaches transmit dis-

ease, these insects have been re- 
garded with tolerance by a large 
portion of the population, espe- 
cially in areas where the roach 
is difficult to control. (More re- 
cent) results . . . suggest that 
such tolerance is unwarranted 
and that every effort should be 
made to suppress the cockroach 
and to protect food and kitchen 
utensils from contact with its 
feces. Roach control is clearly of 
the highest importance in house- 
holds that include infants.” From 
The Medical and Veterinary 
Importance of Cockroaches by 
Roth and Willis, Smithsonian 
Misc.

A circle 
or square of airplane enamel 
paint on the handle of your 
wrench quickly identifies it as 
your own, or one issued to you. 
Periodic inventories of your 
tools will reveal if you have in- 
advertently walked off with 
someone else’s pliers, etc. Try 
it, it works.
